The man of the text was Zacchaeus. He was a Jew. He 
belonged to a great race. Jesus was a Jew. But the trouble 
was Zacchaeus was a bad one. He was a Roman tax-collector 
and had gotten rich by extortion, fraud and trickery. Israel 
had lost her independence. The Romans had the upper hand. 
Rome decided how much tax she wanted and sold the privilege 
of collecting the amount to a set of Jews. Now Zacchaeus 
was the leader of this gang, and he had grown rich through 
misrepresentation and chicanery in general. He levied the 
taxes to the limit, paid Rome her demands, and added the 
rest to his bank account. He was the chief of the collectors 
and probably got a “rake-off’ from the rest of the crowd. 
He was a bad man—a man who was damning his soul for 
money ; and if ever there was a man who needed to be sought 
and found of the Lord, Zacchaeus was that man.

“Well,” said Zacchaeus, “I have 
heard a good deal about that man, 
and now I think I will investigate 
a little for myself.” So he tacked 
“# piece of paper on the door, “Re 
back in thirty minutes,” and off 
he went—to see Jesus. He wanted 
just “‘to see Jesus, who he was.” 

Zacchaeus was a little fellow— 
small in stature, and when. he 
reached the place he couldn’t see 
Jesus for the crowd. I can hear 
the Devil laughing at him as he 
is laughing at some of you today. 

You are grazing at the end of 
the Devil’s tether. He will length- 
en the tether for you all right 
when you want to drive a shady 
bargain. He will give you slack 
repe all right for Sunday golf, 
home brew, and parlor gambling. 
But you make any real attempt 
to see Jesus and to know Him, 
and you'll get a sudden jerk of 
the rope. 


And so Zacchaeus was. up 
against it. The crowd hissed ai 
him and said, “You little wretch 
of a traitor, go back to your booth 
and collect your tariff; there’s no 
chance for you here.” Then the 
Devil began to speak: “Zacchaeus, 
yust stop and think a minute; you 
are a level-headed fellow; you 
have a mind of your own; you are 
too sensible to be carried away 
With this excitement. This man, 
called Jesus, is only a weak-mind- 
ed enthusiast,.and this thing they 
call religion ‘is all right for old 
women and little children; you 
would be much better off if you 
were back in your booth, attend- 
ing to business; the one half hour 
is up anyway.”

Did he stand there like a 
poor mollycoddle, run his hands 
in his pockets, and say, “I guess 
I’m not. in it; I’m too short for 
this crowd; but I’m not respon- 
sible; I’m the creature of envi- 
ronment and heredity; I was born 
short; me for the tax booth.” No, 
sir, Zacchaeus was not the fellow 
to give up so easily. He insisted, 
“I have come out to see Jesus, 
who He is, and if there is any 
way to do it, that is the way I 
am going to take.’ Some people 
are going plumb sheer to Hell for 
the want of a little grit. And so 
Zacchaeus, fragment of a man 
that he was, was all grit. He had 
come out to see Jesus and he was 
determined to do it. That’s my 
kind of a man. I like people to be 
one thing or another. If a man 
prefers to be an unbelieving sin- 
ner, that is his: privilege: but, if 
a man is going to serve God, I like 
to see him on the job three hun- 
dred and sixty-five days in the 
year, and an extra day when 
leap-year comes around. 

Somebody has told us a story 
of a battle between the animals 
and the fowls, the animals on 
one side and the fowls on the 
other. There was a bat in the 
crowd. And when the animals 
rushed upon the fowls the bat 
drew in his wings and said, “i 
am an animal,” and then when the 
fowls turned upon the bat, he 
siretched out his wings and said, 
“I’m a fowl.” That’s just like 
some folks. They are always just 
like the crowd they are in. They 
are all right with good folks and 
they are all wrong with bad folks. 

They are just like a chameleon. 
You know that’s a little lizard- 
hke animal that is always colored 
by its surroundings. If you put it 
on a green surface it turns green; 
On a brown surface it turns 
brown; on a dark surface it turns 
dark. I heard of a fellow who 
tried that out on a lot of differ- 
ent kinds of cloth and it worked 
everytime; finally he put the 
chameleon on a piece of Scotch 
plaid, and the little fellow burst 
himself trying to make good. 

And I’ve known some professing 
Christian people like that, too. 
They turn the color ofthe crowd 
they are in, And it is no wonder 
we find so many exploded Chris- 
tian characters along the way, 
these “‘good-Lord, good-Devil” sort 
of folks who have: been play- 
ing fast and loose with their pro- 
fession, and trying to keep on 
friendly terms at one and the 
same time with the church and 
every form of the world, the flesh, 
and the Devil. 


Now what did Zacchaeus do? 
Down the road he saw a tree and 
he knew the route Jesus was fol- 
lowing would take Him down that 
way, and he ran. That is what 
he did. And that is what some of 
you will have to do. If you want 
to be Saved, you will have to put 
your feet under you and run for 
it. There is something for you to 
do. Don’t sit out there and say, 
“I’m too weak.” But say, “By the 
grace of God, I'll start.” Give 
one mighty tug, and God Al- 
miighty will tug in you and with 
you and for you.

From a very early age God be- 
gan to speak to "me through His 
Word. I doubt if I could go back 
to the first time when, to my re- 
collection, I felt something of the 
reality of eternal things. 

My father was taken from me 
ere his features were impressed 
upon my infant mind. But I never 
have heard him spoken of other 
than as a man of God. He was 
known in Toronto (my birthplace) 
to many as “The Eternity Man.” 
His Bible, marked in many places, 
was a precious legacy to me; and 
from it I learned to recite my 
first verse of Scripture, at the 
age of four. I distinctly recall 
learning the blessed words of 
Luke 19:10, “For the Son of man 
is come to seex and to save that 
which was lost.” That I was lost, 
and that Christ Jesus came from 
Heaven to save me, were the first 
divine truths impressed on my 
young heart. 

My widowed mother was, it 
seems to me, one of a thousand. 
I remember yet how I would be 
thrilled as she knelt with me as 
a child, and prayed, “O Father, 
keep my boy from ever desiring 
anything greater than to live for 
Thee. Save him early, and make 
him a devoted street-preacher, a3 
his father was. Make him willing 
to suffer for Jesus’ sake, to gladiy 
endure persecution and rejection 
by the world that cast out Thy 
Son; and keep him from what 
would dishonor Thee.” The words 
were not always the same, but I 
have heard the sentiment times 
without number. 

To our home there often came 
servants of Christ—plain, godly 
men, who seemed to me to carry 
with them the .atmosphere ol! 
eternity. Yet ina very real sense 
they were the bane of my boy- 
hood. Their searching, “Harry, 
lad, are you born again yet?” or 
the equally impressive, “Are you 
certain that your soul is saved?” 
often brought me to a standstill: 
but I knew not how to reply. 

California had become my home 
ere I was clear as to being a 
child of God: In Los Angeles I 
first began to learn the love of 
the world, and was impatient of 
restraint. Yet I had almost con- 
tinual concern as to the great 
matter of my Salvation. 

I was but twelve years old 
when I began a Sunday-school and 
set*up to try to help the boys and 
girls of the neighborhood to a 
knowledge of the Book I had read 
ten times through, but which had 
still left me without assurance of 
salvation. 

To Timothy, Paul wrote, “From 
a child thou hast known the Holy 
Seriptures, which are able to 
make thee wise unto salvation, 
through faith which is in Christ 
Jesus” (2 Tim. 3:15). It was this 
latter that I lacked. I had, it 
seemed to me, always believed, 
yet I dared not say I was saved. 
I know now that I had always be- 
lieved about Jesus. I had not real- 
ly believed in Him as my personal 
Saviour. Between the two there 
is all the difference that there is 
between being saved and lost, be- 
tween an eternity in Heaven and 
endless ages in the lake of fire. 


The Word of God will still stand! 
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As I have said, I was not with- 
out considerable anxiety as to my 
soul; and though I longed to 
break into the world, and was in- 
deed guilty of much that was vile 
and wicked, I ever felt a restrain- 
ing hand upon me, keeping me 
from many things that I would 
otherwise have gone into; and a 
certain religiousness became, I 
Suppose, characteristic. But re- 
ligion is not salvation. 

I was nearly fourteen years old 
when, upon returning one day 
from school, I learned that a scr- 
vant of Christ from Canada, well 
known to me, had arrived for 
meetings. I knew, ere I saw him, 
how he would greet me; for I 
remembered him well, and his 
searching questions,“ when I was 
vounger. Therefore I was not sur- 
prised, but embarrassed neverthe- 
less, when he exclaimed, ‘Well, 
Harry, lad, I’m glad to see you. 
And _ are you born again yet?” 

The blood mantled my face; I 
hung my head, and could find no 
words to reply. An uncle present 
said, “You know, Mr. M——-, he 
preaches himself now a bit, and 
conducts a Sunday-school!”’ 

“Indeed!” was the answer. “Wiil 
you get your Bible, Harry?” 

I was glad to get out of the 
room, and so went at once for mv 
Bible, and returned, after remain- 
ing out as long as seemed decent, 
hoping thereby to recover myself. 
Upon my reentering the room, he 


said, kindly, but seriously, “Will 

you turn to Romans 3:19, and 

read it aloud?” ; 
Slowly I read, “Now we know 


that what things soever the law 
saith, it saith to them who are 
under the law: that every mouth 
may be stopped, and all the world 
may become guilty before God.” 
I felt the application, and was at 
a loss for words. The evangelist 
went on to tell me that he too 
had been once a religious sinner, 
till God stopped his mouth, and 
then gave him a sight of Christ. 
He pressed on me the importance 
of getting to the same place ere 
I tried to teach others. 

The words had their effect. 
From that time till I was sure 
I was saved, I refrained from 
talking of these things, and I gave 
up my Sunday-school work. But 
now Satan, who was seeking my 
soul’s destruction, suggested to 
me, “If lost and unfit to speak 
of religious things to others, why 
not enjoy all the world has to 
offer, so far as you are able to 
avail yourself of it?” 


I listened only too eagerly to: 


his words, and for the next six 


i 


months or thereabouts no one was 
more anxious for folly than I, 
though always with a smarting 
conscience, 

At last, on a Thursday evening 
in February, 1890, God spoke to 
me in tremendous power while 
out at a gay party with a lot of 
other young people, mostly older 
than myself, intent only on an 
evening’s amusement. I remember 
now that I had withdrawn froin 
the parlor for a few moments to 
obtain a cooling drink in the next 
room. Standing alone by a re- 
freshment table, there came home 
to my inmost soul, in startling’ 
clearness, some verses of Scripture 
I had learned months before. They 
are found in the first chapter of 
Proverbs, beginning with verse 24 
and going on to verse 32. Here 
wisdom is represented as laugh- 
ing at the calamity of the one 
who refused to heed instruction, 
and mocking when his fear com- 
eth. Every word seemed to burn 
its way into my heart. I saw as 
never before my dreadful guilt In 
having so long refused to trust 
Christ: for myself, and in having 
preferred my own wilful way to 
that of Him who had died for me.

goodness that could not be an 
accident. It is one of the easiest 
things in the world to prove a 
man is a fool who does not be- 
lieve in God. In the first place, 


the Bible said it: “The fool hath 


said in his heart, There is no God.” 
Then there is the evidence of cre- 
ation. We are here—-who made 
us? “The heavens declare the 
glory of God; and the firmament 
sheweth his handywork. Day unto 
day uttereth speech, and night 
unto night sheweth knowledge. 
There is no speech nor language, 
where their voice is not heard. 
Their line is gone out through 
all the earth, and their words to 
the end of the world’ (Psa. 
1971-4). This morning as I thought 
again of all the arguments I gave 
proving a man a fool who does 
not believe there is a God—proof 
from the Bible, proof of creation, 
ete..—I was amazed that I had 
not before used this argument of 
the manifest goodness of God. 
There is a benevolence in this 
world that proves there is an 
everwatching and unfailing God 
who gives, and gives, and loves 
to give, and never quits giving!

Blessings do not accidentally hap- 
pen. We do not make them; others 
do not give them—they are here! 


How many things we take for 
granted! 

I have taken for granted my 
teeth. But some months ago my 
jaw began swelling. When a 
preacher—or a woman—loses the 
use of the jaw, either one is in 
a bad condition! I had gone to 
the dentist and he had told me 
that I had a wonderful set of 
teeth. But then it turned out that 
under a filling was a great de- 
cay that was already down to 
the nerve.

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If you are sure that God wants you to go to school, 
then make up your mind today to trust Him about it 
and begin at once to do everything you can to get ready 
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childlikeness that a Christian 
should have. Yet the Lord Jesus 
said, ‘When ye pray, say, Our 
Father...’ With our mouths we 
say it, but our hearts say, “Thou 
art a strange God a million miles 
away.” Jesus said, ““When ye pray, 
say, Our Father.” When we are 
filled with the Spirit of God we 
get a little of the idea of it. 
The Scripture says, “For ye have 
not received the spirit of bondage 
again to fear; but ye have receiv- 
ed the Spirit of adoption; where- 
by we cry, Abba, Father” (Rom. 
8:15). That means Daddy or Papa. 
That does not mean an austere 
stranger, but my Father, my be- 
loved, intimate, heavenly Daddy. 


We do not always feel that, 
but God always does. I do not 


| always feel like a child of God, 


but I am a child of God all the 
time whether I feel like it or 
not. God always feels like my 
Father—whether I feel like His 
son or not. God-’never varies. 
Every gift comes with the love 
of a father. : 


You feel sorry for the birds 
out in the snow, so you take some 
crumbs and scatter them, or put 
some seed on the window sill; but 
God does not pour out His blessings 
as on dumb brutes on. whom He 
has pity. God pours out on His 
children His heart wrapped up in 
food: or daily care. All we have 
are our loving Father’s blessings 
which He pours out every day. 
You may send old clothes to Fin- 
land and give a little money for 
the Red Cross. You may feel, “Oh, 
isn’t it pitiful—the poor heathen 
in China. Oh that I could send 
clothes and money.” And may- 
be you will. But that is not the 
way God pours down His bless- 
ings on me today and yesterday 
and tomorrow and the next day, 
and all these years. No, no! God 
does it as my Father! I am His 
own child! I am dear to His heart. 
He knows everything about me. 


I go somewhere for a revival, 
and Brother and Sister Jones want 
to keep me at their home. I will 
not be there the second day un- 


*| tii dear Mrs. Jones is getting 


out the pictures and saying, ‘“This 
is my- baby.” He may be twenty- 
two years old, in college, and six 
feet tall; but he is still Mother’s 
baby. She sees him still as her 
baby. She also shows me the 
picture with his little straggling 
blond hair and the little dress 
Mother made, or the first little 
pants. It is a mother’s love that 
looks at her baby. 


When God looks down and 
blesses me, He says, “I knew him 
before he was born, when _ his 
mother gave him to Me to make 
a preacher of him. I know him. 
I have too much invested in him 
to leave him!’ God looks at me 
as a father in every blessing He 
pours out. “Like as a father 
pitieth his children, so the Lord 
pitieth them that fear him. For 


{he knoweth our frame; he re- 


membereth that we are dust” 
(Psa. 103:13, 14). “Every good 
gift and every perfect gift is from 
above, and cometh down from the 
Father of lights.” 


That is the introduction to the 
theme that is in the rest of the 
verse, “...with whom is no vari- 
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ableness, neither shadow of turn- 
ing.” There is no varying in God. 


I. The Unchanging God 

Many Scriptures tell us that 
God is unchanging. The Bible 
speaks again and again about the 
everlasting God. Everything about 
God is everlasting. Many other 
things ar@é‘changing. One of these 
days, the Scripture says, an earth- 
quake will come and the cities 
of the nations will fall (Rev. 
16:18, 19)..Not very many things 
will stand. The governments of 
the world will not. The Roman 
empire, that nation of iron, last- 
ed only five hundred years. Amer- 
ica is not likely to last that long 
as an independent government. 
No, nations do not stand; insti- 
tutions do not stand. 

Sometimes people say, “Oh, 
won’t it be horrible if the leader 
of that school or that institution 
dies!’”’ Never mind, God can make 
another to take his place. God 
does not like to have us tied on 
to institutions. God is an ever- 
lasting and unchanging God. 
Everybody else changes. 

I went back to a little place 
where I lived when I was four 
years old. It was a little coun- 
try. place, Vilot’ community, ‘in 
Cooke County, Texas. My father 
was pastor of the church that 
met in a little building down at 
the crossroads. The blacksmith 
Shop was on the other corner. 


I. remember where the. washpot 


was, where the cowpen was. I 
would sit on the fence with a tin 
cup in my hand, and my dad 
would milk the cup full of foam- 
ing milk and I would drink it 
down. A young cow that Dad 
was niilking one day ran around 
sideways and knocked me over. 
‘My dad thought it was so funny. 
I remember the old cellar when 
I went down to see the goose 
and the eggs she had down there, 
and the old gander came down 
and got me by the palm of my 
hand with his bill and led me 
out! I was yelling bloody murder! 

After I was a grown man I 
went back to that old place. The 
old house had burned and a new 
one had been built in its place. 
I went to the old cellar outsidc, 
and it had fallen in. I went out 
to the old cowpen; it was all 
changed and gone. I went over 
the little hill to see the little tank 
where my father used to drive 
the team to slake their thirst: 
it was all filled up with dirt and 
all gone. 

Other things change, but God 
is unchanging. Many verses in 
the Bible say so. In Malachi, the

third chapter, the Lord says, ‘For 
I am the Lord, I change not; 
therefore ye sons of Jacob are not 
consumed.” The only reason they 
were not burned up and sent on 
to Hell was because God says, 
‘I do not change. When I prom- 
ise, I keep My word.’ 

Another Scripture says, ‘For 
the gifts and calling of God are 
without repentance’ (Rom. 11:29). 
I heard a cowboy preacher preach 
on that subject, and he said, 
“God. saved me; praise the Lord. 
I have never repented of it. He 
called me to preach; I have never 
been sorry.”’ But he had the wrong 
sow by the ear. That Scripture 
is not talking about whether you 
will be sorry. It is saying that God 
is not going to be sorry. God is 
never going to quit. God does 
not repent of His gifts and call- 
ings. God never rues back on a 
trade. God does not change. 

In Hebrews 13:8 the Scripture 
“says, “Jesus Christ the same yes- 
terday, and today, and for ever.” 
Yesterday, today, forever the 
same, blessed be God! 

Now God who never changes, 
this unchanging God, never var- 
ies in His giving. This Scripture 
says in James that»God never 
changes on this matter of the 
providential care and pouring out 
of the cornucopia of Heaven every 
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day. There is not a shadow of 
turning of His mercy, and there 
never will be. The unchanging 
providence of God! The unchang- 
ing God! Isn’t it blessed that God 
does. not change? God in His 
mercy is an unvarying God; He 
never does change in His provi- 
dence. 


II. Our Ingratitude Does Not 
Cause God’s Goodness to 
Vary Toward Us 

God does not vary with our 
thankfulness or unthankfulness, 
but we do: When my children 
were just babies, it always took 
them sometime to say, ‘‘Please.” 
One of them would say, “Pass 
the bacon,” and I would always 
have to remind her to say, 
“Please.” And if she didn’t say, 
“Please,” then she did without the 
bacon for awhile. But God does 
not vary whether we are grateful 
or not. We do. I do not mean 
God does not punish His children 
and that ingratitude is not a sin, 
but God does not quit giving be- 
cause we are not thankful. Our 
thankfulness or _ unthankfulness 
does not change God. 


God says when you have a 
feast, go and call the poor and 
the blind and the halt and the 
mained. 


God says, “But love ye your 
enemies, and do good, and lend, 
hoping for nothing again (the 
Revised Version says ‘never des- 
pairing’); and your reward shall 
be great, and ye shall be the 
children of the Highest: for he 
is kind unto the unthankful and 
to the evil’ (Luke 6:35). A com- 
panion passage in Matthew says, 
“He maketh his sun to rise on 
the evil and on the good, and 
sendeth rain on the just and on 
the unjust” (Matt. 5:45). 

God sends rain on people who 
deserve it and on those who do 
not. God does not change. I know 


God has particular variations of 
‘His providence. The details change, 
but the providence does not. God 
‘does not change with our good- 
ness or wickedness. 


I remember how I used to pick 
up pecple on the highways. In a 
day I have picked up a dozen dif- 
ferent people, I guess. I have won 
a good many tto Christ that way. 
But hardly anybody would ever 
say, “Thank you.” They would 
spit tobacco juice on the carpet, 
or scratch matches on the paint 


of the back seat and be insolent 


when I tried to win them. That 
went on until it broke my heart. 
I would talk to them about the 
Lord, but nobody was grateful. 
They would denounce the churches 
and take God’s name in vain. One 
time I had to reach down and 
get the crank of my car and say 
to a fellow, “‘You get out!” He 
had cursed after I had warned 
him, ‘Don’t argue, get outside and 
then argue!’ I put him out, too. 
There was no sense of gratitude 
at all, and finally it broke my 
heart and I quit picking up hitch- 
hikers. But God hasn’t quit pick- 
ing up hitchhikers. God does not 
vary. 

I said to my. wife, ““‘Do you re- 
member what a soft snap I have 
been? I remember that preacher 
for whom I paid a hotel bill of 
$67 in Fort Worth to keep him 
from going to jail. And he came 
back a second time and I gave 
him a little more. When he came 
back the third time, I didn’t give 
him any more.” I vary, but God 
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never does. God is still good to 
that preacher. God does not vary. 

When I was at the Grand 
Opera House in Chicago in the 
noonday meetings some years 
ago a fellow said to me, “I am 
from Galveston, Texas.” 

“Fine,” I said. “I am glad to 
see a fellow from Texas.” 

“T am a Christian,” he said. 

I asked him where he went to 
church. He did not go anywhere 
in particular. I found he did not 
have any money for food and no 
job. - 

“Here is fifty cents,” I said. 
He told me he had the promise of 
a job in a few days. He came back 
in another night or two, and I 
gave him a dollar. Then he came 
over to the Grand Opera House 
another day or so later, and said, 
“My mother lives in St. Louis. 
She is sick and would like to 
see me. I can get a bus ticket for 
three dollars.” 

I: said, “I am sorry; I don’t 
have three dollars for you,” and 
I quit him. 

But God did not quit me after 
I treated Him worse than that 
all these years. God has not quit 
me. He never varies with our un- 
thankfulness. God ought to. We 
ought to get stripe for stripe, an 
eye for an eye, a tooth for a tooth, 
burning for burning. But we do 
not, because God never quits. God 
never changes. “Every good gift 
and every perfect gift is from 
above, and cometh down from the 
Father of lights, with whom is 
no variableness, neither shadow of 
turning.” 

Jesus healed ten lepers one day, 
and they went away. One of them 
when he saw that he was healed, 
turned and fell down at Jesus’ 
feet and praises poured from his 


lips, thanksgiving to God. Jesus 
said, “Were there not ten cleans- 
ed? but where are the nine?” 


It broke His heart, but He did 
not quit healing lepers. God does 
not vary. The unfailing mercy of 
God! “Every good gift and every 
perfect gift is from above, and 
cometh down from the. Father of 
lights, with whom is no variable- 
ness, neither shadow of turning.” 
There is not a shadow, not a 
hairsbreadth of turning from the 
benevolent, providing love of God! 
Anyone can shout Hallelujah! any 
time you want to around here! 


III. Our Unprofitableness 
Does Not Cause God 
to Vary 


Notice that God’s unfailing love 
does not depend on our returns, 
on how much God is going to 
get out of us. He is not going 
to get much out of me; yet He 
has already invested so much in 
me that He cannot throw me 
away. God’s mercy does not de- 
pend on fthe returns He gets 
out of you. When we do our best, 
we. have to say, “We are unpro- 
fitable servants’ (Luke 17:10). 
Good Brother Fulton preaches 
and pours out his heart Sunday 
mornings and Sunday nights, 
and raises money to pay off the 
mortgage on this fine building— 
and this church is a blessed light- 
house in the midst of this wicked 


city—yet when he goes home 
Sunday night, he can say, “‘Lord 
I am an unprofitable’ servant. 


You don’t get back the interest 


on me. I ought to be in Hell.” 


(Rev. Howard Fulton, pastor, says, 
“Amen!’’) Yet God’s' mercy 
does not vary a hairsbreadth. It 
does not depend on what He can 
get out of you. It started on what 
He can give you. He is not start- 
ing on what you promised; He 
is starting on what He promised 
you. He does not vary. 


IV. Hard Times Cannot Affect 
God’s Abundant, Unvarying 
Care 

This unvarying, unchanging 
goodness of God ought to settle 
the question of all your worry. 
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You say, “But I tell you, there are 
dark clouds now.” There always 
have been dark clouds, a dark 
future for anybody out of the 
grace of God. Talk about depres- 
sions—Christian people have no 
business knowing anything about 
a depression. Do you think the 
bank in Heaven has gone broke, 
or are you depending on the 
banks down here? You Say, “It 
is hard to get a job these days.” 
It is not hard for God. Why don’t 
you get one from God? God has 
plenty of jobs. Down in Egypt’s 
darkness in the days of Moses, 
which is a picture of the Great 
Tribulation—down in that dark- 
ness and shadow and blackness, 
the Seripture says, “The children 
of Israel had light in their dwell- 
ings” (Exod. 10:23). God made a 
difference between Israel and the 
It. was so pdark, the 
Egyptians did: not move out’ of 
their places. It was so dark it 
could be felt. There was not a 
glimmer. Yet among the children 
of Israel the little ones played 
on the floor while Mother wash- 
ed the dishes and got the meals. 
They went on about their duties 


because there was light in their 


dwellings. 

There is not any darkness for 
a Christian over what is coming 
on the world. We know part of 
what is coming, and for Christians 
it is going to be good. All things 
are working together for me, I 
love the Lord, and everything God 
ever made or ever let happen is 
going to happen for good. I have 
good things coming. It is a fool- 
ish thing for a child of God not 
to be praising Him. We ought to 
go home today with shouts of 
thanksgiving as if every war were 
over; as if there were no more 
big taxes, not a boy drafted ‘in- 
to the army; as if there were 
not any sickness and not any 
crime. We ought to go home in 
thanksgiving and say, “My Father 
is running this business, and He 
loves me. He never varies.” 


You people who have a God 
only for good times—phooie on 
you! I don’t want the kind of 
Christianity that is fine only when 
everybody is weli, when you have 
nice jobs, when the crowd likes 
you. Put it down now, the only 
God who is any good is the kind 
who is ‘good in trouble and heart- 
break. “And call upon me in the 
day of trouble: I will deliver 
thee, and thou shalt glorify me” 
(Psa. 50:15). We have plenty for 
which to thank God today. We 
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have plenty in which to rejoice 
today. We have the unfailing God. 
And He is the secret of peace 
for all needed blessings all the 
time, and That has not changed, 
will not change a shadow, will 
not vary a shadow. He is the un- 
changing, unvarying God! 


V. The Unchanging God Must 
Keep All He Saves 

Everywhere I go, people are 
saying, “Pray for me that I will 
hold out faithful.” Aren’t you pre- 
Suming a good deal about holding 
out faithful? You will have to 
get faithful before you can do any 
holding out. Salvation is not a 
matter of my holding out. No sir! 

I am here in a Baptist church, 
and I am a Baptist preacher; 
but there is one article in the 
Baptist statement of faith, the 
old New Hampshire Statement 
of -Faith, that I, do not- believe. 
It» says: “We believe in. the per- 
severance of the saints.” I don’t 
believe anything of the kind. I 
believe God does the persevering, 
not the saints. I believe the saints 
are preserved. “They are preserv- 
ed forever” (Psa. 37:28), they 
do not persevere. I do not know 
any saints that persevere. That 
old-fashioned language perhaps 
meant something else, but I would 
not be safe any five minutes of 
persevering I ever did in the 
world! 

An old fellow said the other 
day at the noonday meetings, ‘I 
have been on the Lord’s side 
fifty-eight years, and in that fifty-

Its of- 
ficers and soldiers seemed to have 
but one aim and object—to lead 
the weary and despairing to the 
Saviour’s feet. I had often at- 
tended its services, and in fact 
had frequently, though but a 
child, given a “testimony” by quo- 
ting Scripture and urging sinners 
to trust Christ, even while I was 
jn the dark myself. Naturally 
therefore, when the knowledge o/ 
salvation was mine, I went at the 
first opportunity, the night after 
my conversion, to an “Army” 
street-meeting and there spoke 
for the first time, in the open air, 
of the grace of God so newly re- 
vealed to my soul. 


I suppose, because I was but a 
Jad of fourteen and fairly famil- 
iar with the Bible, and also some- 
what forward—unduly so, I have 
little doubt—I was at once cor- 
dially welcomed among them, and 
soon became Known as “the boy 
preacher,” a title which, I fear, 
ministered more to the pride of 
miy heart than I had any idea of 
at the time. For, in fact, in my 
new-found joy I had no concep- 
tion that I still carried about with 
me.a nature as sinful and vile as 
existed in the breast of the great- 
est evil-doer in the world. I knew 
something of Christ and His love: 
I knew little or nothing of myself 
and the deceitfulness of my own 
heart. 

As nearly as I can now recol- 
lect, I was in the enjoyment of 
the knowledge of God’s salvation 
about a month when, in some dis- 


younger than I, my temper sud- 
denly escaped control, and in ati 
angry passion I struck and felled 
him to the ground. Horror im- 
mediately filled my soul. I needed 
not his sarcastic taunt, “Well, you 
are a nice Christian! You’d better 
go down to the Army and teil 
what a saint you’ve become!” to 
send me to my room in anguish 
of heart to confess my sin to God 
in shame and bitter sorrow, as af- 
terwards frankly to my brother, 
who generously forgave me. 


From this time on mine was an 
“up-and-down, experience,” to use 
a term often heard in ‘testimony 
meetings.” I longed for perfect 
victory over the lusts and desires 
of the flesh. Yet I seemed to have 
more trouble with evil thoughts 
and unholy propensities than I 
had ever known before. For a 
long time I kept these conflicts 
hidden, and known only to God 
and to myself. But after some 
eight or ten months, I became in- 
terested in what were 
“holiness meetings,” held weekly 
in the “Army” hall, and also in 
a mission I sometimes attended. 
At these gatherings an experience 
was spoken of which I felt was 
just what I needed. It was desig- 
nated by various terms: ‘“The Sec- 
ond blessing’; “Sanctification”; 
“Perfect Love’; “Higher Life’; 
“Cleansing from Inbred Sin”; and 
by other expressions. 


Substantially, the teaching was 
this: When converted, God gra- 
ciously forgives all sins committed 
up to the time when one repents.

in a lifelong probation, during 
which he may at any time for- 
feit his justification and peace 
with God if he falls into sin from 
which he does not at once repent. 
In order, therefore, to maintain 
himself in a saved condition, he 
needs a further work of grace 
called sanctification. This work 
has to do with sin the root, as 
justification had to do with sins 
the fruit. 

The steps leading up to this 
second blessing are, firstly, con- 
viction as to the need of holiness 
(just as in the beginning there 
was conviction of the need of sal- 
vation); secondly, a full surrender 
to God, or the laying of every 
hope, prospect and possession on 
the altar of consecration; thirdly, 
to claim in faith the incoming 
of the Holy Spirit as a refining 
fire to burn out all inbred sin, 
thus destroying in toto every lust 
and passion, leaving the soul per- 
fect in love and as pure as un- 
fallen Adam. This wonderful bles- 
sing received, great watchfulness 
is required lest, as the serpent be- 
guiled Eve, he deceive the sanc- 
tified soul, and thus introduce 
again the same kind of an evil 
principle which called for such 
drastic action before. 

Such was the teaching; and 
coupled with it were heartfelt 
testimonies: of experiences so re- 
markable that I could not doubt 
their genuineness, nor that what 
others seemed to enjoy was like- 
wise for me if I would fulfill the 
conditions. 


One aged lady told how for 
forty years she had been kept 
from sin in thought, word, and 


deed. Her heart, she declared, was 
no longer “deceitful above ail 
things, and “desperately wicked,” 
but was as holy as the courts of 
Heaven, since the blood of Christ 
had washed away the last remains 
of inbred sin. Others spoke in a 
Similar way, though their exper- 
iences were much briefer. Bad 
tempers had been rooted out when 
a full surrender was made. Evil 
propensities and unholy. appetites 
had been instantly destroyed 
when -holiness was claimed by 
faith. 

Eagerly I began to seek this 
precious boon of holiness in the 
flesh. Earnestly I prayed for.this 
Adamic sinlessness. I asked God 
to reveal to me every unhoiy 
thing, that I might truly surren- 
der all to Him. I gave up friends. 
pursuits, pleasures—everything I 
could think of that might hinder 
the incoming of the Holy Ghost 
and the consequent blessing. I was 
a- veritable “book-worm,” an in- 
tense love for literature possess- 
ing me from childhood; but in my 
ignorant desire I put away ail 
books of pleasurable or instructive 
character, and promised God to 
read only the Bible and holiness 
writings if He would only give me 
“the blessing.” I did not, however, 
obtain what I° sought, though I 
prayed zealously for weeks. 


At last, one Saturday night {I 
was now away from home, living 
with a friend a member of the 
“Army’’), I determined to go out 
into the country and wait on God, 
not returning till I had received 
the blessing of perfect love. I took 
a train at eleven o’clock, and went 
to a lonely station twelve miles 
from Los Angeles. There I alight- 
ed, and, leaving the highway, des- 
cended into an empty arroyo, or 
water-course. Falling on my knees 
beneath a sycamore tree, I prayed 
in an agony for hours, beseeching 
God to show me anything that 
hindered my _ reception of the 
blessing. Various matters of too 
private and sacred a nature to he 
here related came to my mind. I 
struggled against conviction, but 
finally ended by crying, “Lord, I 
give up all—every thing, every 
person, every enjoyment, that 
would hinder my living alone for 
Thee. Now give me, I pray thee, 
the blessing!” 

As I look back, I believe I was 
fully surrendered to the will of 
God at that moment, so far as I 
understood it. But my brain and 
nerves were unstrung by the long 
midnight vigil and the 
anxiety of previous months, and 
I fell almost fainting to the 
ground. Then a holy ecstasy seem- 
ed to thrill all my being. This I 
thought was the coming into my 
heart of the Comforter. I cried 


‘out in confidence, “ Lord; I be-|¥ 
lieve Thou dost come in. Thou'g 
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Gost cleanse and purify ‘me from 
all sin. I claim it now. The work is 
done. I am sanctified by Thy 
blood. Thou dost make me holy. 
I believe; I believe!” I was un- 
speakably happy. I felt that all 
my struggles were ended. 

With a heart filled with praise, 
I rose from the ground and began 
to sing aloud. Consulting my 
watch, I saw it was about hali- 
past three in the morning. I felt 
I must hasten to town so as to be 
in time for the seven o’clock 
prayer-meeting, there to testify to 
my experience. Fatigued as I was 
by being up all night, yet so light 
was my heart I scarcely noticed 
the long miles back, but hasten- 
ed to the city, arriving just as 
the meeting was beginning, buoy- 
ed up by my new-found experi- 
ence. All were rejoiced.as I told 
What great things I believed God 
had done for me. Every meeting 
that day added to my gladness. 
I was literally intoxicated with 
joyous emotions. 

My troubles were all ended 
now. The wilderness was past, and 
I was in Canaan, feeding on the 
old corn of the land. Nevermore 
should I be troubled by inward 
drawings toward sin. My heart 
was pure. I had reached the de- 
Sirable state of full sanctification. 
With no foe within, I could direct 
all my energies toward vanquish- 
ing the enemies without. 

This was what I thought. Alas, 
how little did I know myself; 
much less the nfind of God! 


Sunshine and Clouds 

For some weeks after’ the 
eventful experience before des- 
guibed, I lived in a dreamily-hap- 
py state, rejoicing in my fancied 
Sinlessness. One great-idea had 
possession. of my mind; and 
whether at work or in my leisure 
hours, I thought of little else than 
the wonderful event which had 
taken place. But gradually I be- 


gan to “come back to earth,” as 
it were. I was now employed in a 
photographic studio, where I asso- 
ciated with people of various 
tastes and habits, some of whor 
ridiculed, some tolerated, and oth- 
ers sympathized with, my radica\, 
views on things religious. 

Night after night I attended the 
meetings, speaking on the street 
and indoors, and I soon noticed 
(and doubtless others did too) 
that a change came over my “tes- 
timonies.” Before, I had always 
held up Christ, and pointed the 
lost to Him. Now, almost imper- 
ceptibly, my own experience be- 
came my theme, and I held up 
myself as a striking example of 
consecration and holiness! This 
was the prevailing characteristic 
of the brief addresses made by 
most of the “advanced” Christians 
in our company. The youngest 
in grace magnified Christ. The 
“sanctified” magnified them- 
selves. A favorite song will make 
this more manifest than any 
words of mine. It is still widely 
used in Army meetings, and finds 
a place in their Song or Hymn- 
books. I give only one verse as a 
specimen; 


“Some people I know don’t: live 
holy; 
They battle with unconquered 
sin, 
Not daring to consecrate fully, 
Or they full salvation would 
win. 
With malice they have constant 
trouble, 


From doubting they long to be 
free: 
With most things about them they 
grumble; 
Praise God, this is not so with 
ME!” 
Will the reader believe me when 
I say that I sang this wretched 
doggerel without a thought of the 
Sinful pride to which it was giving 
expression? I considered it my

Conclusion: God Wants .You 
to Take All He Gives 


Another word before I close, 
and that is this: What shall I 
do for the Lord, then, for all His 
blessing? The first thing I ought 
to do, someone said,is-to pay Him 
back. Yes, you should try to do 
that, but you can never succeed. 
That is. not the main thing God 
wants you to do. The best way to 
please God is to take what He 
is doing for you. Oh, my friends, 
do good things,—yes. Give tithes 
and offerings to show how you 
love Him. Give your heart’s love. 
Serve Him. Work your hands to 
the bone. I will go to Africa, or 
anywhere He says. But after all, 
what God wants is for you to 
open up and let Him fill you. 
Let Jesus come in. It is not what 
you promise, but taking what He 
has. ' 


When the prodigal boy got 
home, do you think that father 
said, ‘‘Look here, young man! Be- 
fore I let you in, tell me—are 
you done with booze? Another 
thing; will you never run off any 
more? I want to know what 
kind of companions and habits 
you have’? No, that boy did not 
promise anything. He said to 
himself, “I will go back and tell 
my father I am willing to be a 
hired servant.” But he never got 
to say that much. Before he start- 
ed to say it, the father called to 
the servants, and the boy had a 
robe and a ring, and the fatted 
calf was killed and neighbors were 
called to come and rejoice! The 
father did it all. That boy did not 
get back because he promised; he 
got back on the father’s promise. 
All he did was take what the 
father gave. 


What shall we do with God’s 
blessings?

Nearly eight een months of an 
almost constant struggle followed. 
In vain I searched my heart tv 
see if I had made a full surren- 
der, and tried to give up every 
Known thing that seemed in any 
sense evil or doubtful. Sometimes, 


‘for a month at a time, or even 


longer, I could persuade myself 
that at last I indeed again re- 
ceived the blessing. But invariably 
a few. weeks would bring before 
me once more that which proved 
that it was in my particular case 
all a delusion. 


I did not dare open my heart 
to my assistants in the work, or 
to the “soldiers” who were under 
my guidance. To do so I felt would 
be to lose all influence with them 
and to be looked upon as a back- 
slider. So, alone and in secret, I 
fought my battles and never went 
into a holiness meeting without 
persuading myself that now at 
least, I was fully surrendered and 
therefore must have the blessing 
of sanctification. Sometimes I cal- 
led it entire consecration and felt 
easier. It did not seem to be 


claiming too much. I had no con-. 


ception at the time of the hypoc- 
risy of all this. 


What made my distress more 
poignant was the knowledge that 
I was not the only sufferer. An- 
other, one very dear to me, shared 
my doubts and anxieties from the 


same cause. For that other it 
eventually meant utter shipwreck 
of the faith; and one of the love- 
liest souls I ever knew was lost in 
the mazes of spiritualism. God 
grant it may not be forever, but 
that mercy may be found of the 
Lord in that day! 


And now I began to see what a 
string of derelicts: this holiness 
teaching left in its train. I could 
count scores of persons who had 
gone into utter infidelity because 
of it. They always gave the same 
reason: “I tried it all. I found it a 
failure. So I concluded the Bible 
teaching was all a delusion, and 
religion was a mere matter of the 
emotions.” Many more (and Il 
knew several such _ intimately) 
lapsed into insanity after. floun- 
dering in the morass of this emo- 
tional religion for years—and peo- 
ple said that studying the Bible 
had driven them crazy. How littie 
they knew that it was lack of 
Bible knowledge that was accoun- 
table for their wretched mental 
state—an absolutely unscriptural 
use of isolated passages of Scrip- 
ture! 


At last I became so troubled I 
could not go onwithmy work. I 
concluded to resign from the Sal- 
vation Army, and did so, but was 
persuaded by the colonel (answer- 
ing to a bishop in other denomina- 
tions) to wait six months ere the 
resignation took effect. At his 
suggestion I gave up corps work 
and went out on a special tour-— 
where I did not need to touch the 
holiness question. But I preached 
to others many times when I was 


‘tormented by the thought that I 


might myself be finally lost, be- 
cause, “without holiness no man 
shall see the Lord’; and, try as I 
would, I could not be sure I pos« 
sessed it. I talked with any whoa 


seemed to me to really have the — 


blessing I craved; but there were 
very few who, upon an intimate 
acquaintanceship, seemed genuine, 
I observed that the general stata 
of “sanctified” people was as low, 
if not often lower, than that of 
those whom they contemptuously 
described as “only justified.” 


Finally, I could bear it no lone 
ger, so asked to be relieved from 
all active service, and at my own 
request was sent to the Beulah 
Home of Rest, near Oakland. 

It was certainly time; for five 
years’ active work, with only two 
brief furloughs, had left me al- 
most a nervous wreck, worn out 
in body and most acutely distres- 
sed in mind. 


The language of my troubled 
soul, after all those years of 
preaching to others, was, “Oh 
that I knew where I might find 
Him!” Finding Him not, I saw on- 
ly the blackness of despair before 
me; but yet I knew too well His 
love and care to be completely 
cast down.
